Ara meeting of the Legislative Council 
of India, held on the 4th January, Sir 
Auckland Colvin, the Financial Miuister, 
gave a long and exhanstive statement 
of the present condition of Tadian 
finance. He anticipated that the Go- 
vernment would have to meet an in- 
creased charge of a crore of rupees next 
year from the fall in exchange, as he 
thought they would require to take 





1/6a, per rupee in place of 1/7d., the 


present estimated rate for Council 
drafts. There would probably also be 
au inereaso of two millions sterling for 
military expenditure, the whole of which 
would not, however, fall on the ‘first 
year, but the additional charge for ex- 
change and military establishments, in- 
clusive of interest on the capital for 
frontier railway defence works, may be 
estimated at about £2,090,000, “Speak 
ing broadly,” he continued, “in round 
figures we may assume that of this sum 
all but £700,000 will be forthcoming 
on our ordinary estimates.” This would 
leave £1,800,000 unprovided for, bat 
Sir Auckland stated thal the Budget 
for the current year had been framed 
on very low estimates, and that the re- 
ceipts from certain sources would ex- 
ceed the estimates, ‘I'he depression in 
the railway receipts, which began in 
1884, was threatening to continue whon 
the Budget was framed, but the depres- 
sion had partly worn off, and other 
sources of revenue had recovered. With 
the railway receipts, the Customs had 
improved, and the export trade was 
much larger. It was now more than 
probable that tke revised estimates for 
the present financial year would show 
a sarplas of £500,000, an improve- 
ment which was expected to con- 
tinue, and from two bamper opinm 
crops in succession an increase of 
£200,000 was looked for. Further, by 
the new method of calculating the mili- 
tary non-effective chargés there would 
be a saving in 1886-7 in round figures 
of £363,250. Tho normal annual in- 
crement of the revenue might, as experi- 
ence had shown, be taken at £150,000, 
and the expenditure allotted last year 
from revenue for the construction of 
frontier railway and defence works 
would be charged to Capital. In de- 
fence of this Sir Auckland said that 
this was a case of absolute neces- 
sity, and thatif the choice lay between 
additional taxation to the extent of 
£585,000 or the constraction of these 
works from Capital, it may reasonably 
be contended that the latter is prefer- 
able; and few will not agree with him. 
‘The amounts be enumerated make up 
£1,800,000, including the surplus ex- 
pected on the present year’s Budget, 
leaving the sum of £700,000 needed to 
obtain the rormal surplus which the Go.

Sir 
Auckland then examined the means by 
which this sum might be obtained. 
Contracts stood in the way of reducing 
expenditare ; a reimposition of the salt 
Autios, which wero repealed three years 
ugo, or a part of thom, was shown 
to be impolitic, at all events for 
the present; but he said that a time 
might come when an enhancement of 
tho salt duty to its former rate or some- 
thing like it might be advisable, from 
improved facilities of distribution or 
other causes. The imposition of im- 
port duties, an income tax, aud a review 
of the scheme of the Famine Mand, so 
as to utilize tho whole or a part of the 
million and a half set aside annually 
for the purpose of meeting the fresh 
expenditure which had beon brought 
upon the Government, these wore all 
considered and put aside, Finally, Sir 
Auckland proposed a tax which ho said 
was different from the measures for 
merly suggested in the form of an In- 
como Tax. It is on the lives of tho 
License Tax introduced nine years ago, 
and he described it as not the intro- 
daction of direct taxation but an exten- 
sion aud equalization of that system, 
while Lord Daffarin spoke of the Li- 
censo Tax as a one-storied building ov 
which the Government proposed to put 
another story. It is to leave the 
present Licenso Tax undisturbed in the 
caso of incomes under Rs. 2,000 a 
yor, aud to fall at na sensibly lower 
average on all incomes between Rs. 500 
and Rs, 1250 a yoar, while incomes 
under Rs. 500 continue altogether ex- 
eipt, as will also the incomes of mili- 
tary men drawing less than Rs. 500 a 
month, and Zemindars and landed pro- 
prietors. ‘The exemption of this last 
class, the richest in India, is a great blot 
on the scheme. About three hundred 
thousand persons, officials incladed, will 
be affected by the proposals which is 
estimated to produce £620,000. This 
eum is to be mainly obtained from au 
assessment on salaries aud mercantile 
incomes. Sir Auckland admitted that 
this is a most unfortunate time in which 
to impose fresh burdens on officials, 
who are already sufforing severely from 
the fall in exchange, but pleaded that 
there is no other course open to him. 
“If Government does not tax the com- 
paratively wealthy, it must tax the 
positively poor.” Mereantile people, 
tho Fiuancial Ministerscems to cousider, 
have been undertaxed rather than 
otherwise, and the rapid extension of 





Indian commerce in late: years is 
‘an argument in snpport of the pro- 
posals to extend the Licence Tax so 
as to levy more from them.

Had 
it not been for the extraordinary ex- 
penditare for defence there would have 
been no need for increased taxation; and 
tho Indian Govorument gets very well 
out of thendditional bardensimposed on 
it by the fall in excbango and therestless 
policy of Russia, After Sir Auckland 
Colvin had concluded, the Viceroy nd- 
Avessed the Council. We have not a 
copy of his speech before us, but the 
Englishman in some remarks upon it 
says that he publicly aud solemuly took 
upon himself, as head of the Govern- 
ment, the responsibility for the financial 
measures requisite to carry out the 
deliberate decisions arrived at by Her 
Majesty's Goverument in England 
and India. “The crisis brought on by 
Russia had been,” Lord Dufferin said, 
“clearly understood from one end of 
India to the other. It had evoked an 
outburst of loyalty, expressed not only 
in words but in offers of mion and 
arms from the Feudatory Princes, with- 
out a precedent in the annals of tho 
Empire. . . . No one would havo 
dared to suggest, whilo the English 
taxpayer was being subjected to a severe 
strain to preserve tho integrity of 
England's Empire in the East, that India 
should have stood by with folded hands, 
and done nothing for her own defence. 
‘The Viceroy concluded this part of bis 
speech in most impressive tones, and 
declared that in so great a crisis, “any 
Government of India that had done 
less, would have deserved impeach- 
ment before Parliament.” These words, 
our contemporary says, were received 
by the Council amid a silence of a very 
striking and solemn character. Those 
present seemed to realise the deep 
sense of responsiblity which has guided 
the Vicoroy’s action. It is well for 
England and India that Earl Dafferin 
was Viceroy last year.

‘Tue uowspapers received by Inst mail 
beur out the udvices received here by 
telegrams about the middlo of December, 
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of a more hopeful feeling being gener- 
ally entertained at home of trade and 
commercial prospects in the future.

ordinary difficulty there seems to be in 
inducing any clergyman of age and 
cultare to come out to Shanghai. This, 
we imagine, can only be accounted for 
by the ignorance of people generally as 
to what Shanghai is like. It must be 
that the ideas of the home public on 
this subject are of the ecrudest sort ; 
that they imagine to themselves a more 
or Jess uncivilised place, where the 
vesidents live under the bardest and 
most unfavourable conditions, where all 
the comforts of home life are abseut, 
.and the climate of which is as bad as 
Sierra Leone. It we repeat, more 
than likely that some such strange mis- 
couception lies at the root of this almost 
universal unwillingness on the part of 
clergymen to throw in their lot with 
us, We are always hearing about the 
Church being overstocked, about the 
keenness of competition in the Church 
yanks, and about the wretched stipends 
on which many excellent and cultivated 
clergymen have to live; and yet when 
we offer a post worth £750 a year, 
with a comfortable house rent-free, 
in a handsome town which is far higher 
in the scale of civilisation than any 
town of its size in Englaud, a splendid 
Catiedral, and everything that a man 
of intellect, energy, aud taste can wish 
for, we canuot, after months of endea- 
vour, get more than a single applicant, 
That the reason we have assigned is 
the true oue, we are convinced; and it 
is in no spirit of jocoseness that we 
will refer iu passing to one argument 
which might have been used to induce 
applications, aud which we expect was 















overlooked. If, as we believe, clergy- 
men in England have no idea what sort 
of a place they are asked to come to, it 
is only fair that they should be en- 
lightened ; aud the Trastees would have 
acted wisely if, in setting their en- 
quiries afvot, they had sent home the 
best procarable photographs of the in- 
terior and exterior of the Cathedral 
itself, the Band, aud somo of the other 
more attractive portions of the Settle- 
ment, 

At the moment, however, we are in 
this position. The Bishop's agent, bitn- 
self'a clergyman, appenrs to have failed, 
so far, in his efforts to find a suitable 
incumbent for us, and a Mr. Mackie, 
who is personally anxious to come ont 
to China, has offered himself to the 
Trustees. The reason assigned for the 
failure of Mr, Moule in England is that 


‘he lind set up too bigh a standard: 


and that clergymen of thé stamp he 
aimed at were unwilling to forego 
their chances of promotion at home. 
Although Mr, Monte has been unsuc- 
cessful, wo think that the thanks of 
the subscribers are justly due to him 
for the very mistake—if mistake it be 
—to which his failure is attributable. 
He was distinctly right in trying to 
procure a first-class man for us, and 
the fact that he has been unable to do 
so is our misfortune and not by any 
means his fault, However, such is the 
position of affairs now, and we bave 
practically no choice but to accept Mr. 
Mackie on the recommendation of his 
choir and two of bis quondam employ- 
ers, or to commence the search afcesh. 
The Trustees enthusiastically urge tho 
former course. Here is a man, they 
say, not only willing but anxious to 
come out. He bas held three curacies 
(one in Penge Lane, Beckenham), he 
has been assistant master in the Blue- 
coat School, he is a B.A. and a B.Sc, 
aman who nover suffers his ideas to

1tis to be supposed that each of 
these gentlemen will, ifhe can, take an op- 
portunity of hearing Mr. Mackie preach, 
aud that they will all fulfil to the best 
of their several abilities the heavy re- 
sponsibility that is. to be laid upon 
them, 

At the same time we conceive it to 
be our duty to point ont the eminently 
uncburchmanlike attitude taken up by 
the subscribers in this matter. Hero 
they are, actually appointing their own 
clergyman, just as thongh they belonged 
to a Congregationalist denomination, 
Surely there is something very incon- 
sistent in this. It is not our presont 
business to dispute the acumen dis- 
played by the subscribers or the Trustees 
in the choice of their own clergymen 
hitherto: we only desire to poiut out 
that it is scarcely the rdle of church Inity 
to choose their clergymen at all. ‘Tho 
proper way, we conceive, would be for 
the Trustees to request Bishop Moule 
—who is shortly leaving for home—in 
consultation with the Bishop of London, 
to take the matter up avd appoiut a 
chaplain, It stands to reason that by 
the very nature of the case avy newly- 
Appointed incumbent must be a stranger 
to us, aud that we must accept him to 
a certain extent blindfold. But, as 
charchmen, we should place ourselves 
simply in tho hands of the two Bishops : 
for tho additional reason, were any 
needed, that they are likely to be far 
better judges of the capabilities of a 
clergyman, both as preacher and pastor, 
thau any oue of the three gentlemen.
